Venable 
who has been spurred up a number 
of tim es during the last year by the 
board for a more energetic and effi 
ient service, stated that he would 
continue to collect garbage in spite 
of the board’s action, as he has out a 
lot of tickets for em ptying cans. This 
however, should be arranged between 
him and his successor, that the latter
